A. ANALYSIS OF EFFECT OF CHANGES IN WORLD ENERGY MARKET 
ON THE ECONOMIC SITUATION OF THE WORLD, INCLUDING 1) PRESENT 
CONDITIONS AND SHORT AND LONG TERM FUTURE PROSPECTS FOR 
GLOBAL ENERGY SUPPLY AND DEMAND, INCLUDING ENVIRONMENTAL 
CONCERNS, AND 2) GLOBAL COST OF ENERGY SUPPLY AND DEMAND 
ADJUSTMENTS. 

B. THE FORMATION OF WORLD MARKET PRICES OF DIFFERENT FORMS 

OF ENERGY AS RELATED TO GLOBAL ECONOMIC GROWTH, DEVELOPMENT 
EFFORTS OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, INFLATIONARY PRESSURES, 
EMPLOYMENT, AND EXPANDED MARKETS FOR WORLD TRADE. 

C. ECONOMIC AND POLITICAL SECURITY OF SUPPLY AS RELATED

WAYS AND MEANS OF TACKLING THEM. SPECIFIC MEASURES TO MEET 
THE ENERGY REQUIREMENTS OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, PARTICU- 
LARLY (1) THOSE MOST DEPENDENT ON ANY FORM OF ENERGY 
IMPORTS AND (2) THE MOST SERIOUSLY AFFECTED COUNTRIES.

DC GROUP HAVING TO TABLE PARALLEL DETAILED, PARTISAN 
LIST. IF OBJECTIVE LIST IN PRINCIPLE ACCEPTED BY G-19 
WE COULD THEN TABLE ABOVE LIST AND TRY TO KEEP NEGOTIA- 
TIONS FOCUSSED ON PRIORITIES AND COVERAGE. THIS HAS 
ADVANTAGE OF DEMONSTRATING OUR COMMITMENT TO A CONSTRUC- 
TIVE DIALOGUE. ON CONTINGENCY BASIS WE ARE PREPARING 
POSSIBLE G-19 MATCHING LIST. SISCO 
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
